He Was Found Guilty as Charged in 


the Indictment and May Go to 


the "Work House. 


The case of Charles L. Slavens, on 


trial yesterday 
in 
common 
pleas 


court, wa? given to the jury about 
tivo o'clock in the evening. 
The jury 


remained out only about live minutes, 
when they icturned, reporting a ver- 
dict of guilty. 
There bal 
been 


enough money spent in this already 
to have maintained the child in lux- 
ury, 
and the end is not yet. 


At the last term of court a case of 


bastardy was instituted by Miss Dora 
Brown against Charles L. Slavens. 
Slavens then denied the parentage of 
the child. The jury at that time, 
however returned a verdict of guiltv. 
The court then passed sentence that 
the defendant should enter into a 
secured bond of three hundred dollars 
for 
the maintenance of the child, 


and stand 
committed 
until paid. 


Slavens could not procure the re- 
quired bondsmen, his father refusing 
to sign it. Re was then compelled 
to go to jail, remaining there three 
months. The law allows in such 
cases, where a term of three months 
has been served, the party may take 
advantage of what is known as the 
insolvency act, 
and be 
liberated. 


Slavens did this and was set 
free. 


At the present term of court followed 
this case-of failure to provide for the 
child. 
The case was again stubborn- 


ly fought from start to finish, endim* 
with a verdict of guilty. In such 
cases the law provides that at any 
time during the present term of 
court or before sentence has been 
passed, 
the 
defendant may enter 


into a bond with approved security 
of une thousand dollars for the main- 
tenance of the child, and pay costs of 
the court. 
Last 
evening, 
Slavens 


*ave an appearance bond signed by 
liis father. 
This gives him a few 


days in which 'oo procure bondsmen 
for maintenance, etc. 
Should he fail 


in this, the law imposes a work house 
sentence; -While the father of Slavens 
seems 
willing to sign 
appearance 


bonds to give his son an opportunity 
to prove himself innocent of the 
charges, he does not seem inclined to 
-ign any bonds after the son has been 
found guilty, and while the defendant 
lias already served three months in 
jail as a punishment for his folly, he 
now can sec a possibility of a work 
louse sentence ahead of him. Should 
the bond of one thousand dollars be 
given the parties will then bring suit 
to recover on the bond, thus begin- 
ning a civil litigation.

tuted in Paris. I can see no other result 
than that Spain will have to relinquish her 
sovereignty over not only Luzon Island, but 
the entire Philippine archipelago. 


Spain has no reason to expect to he able 


to retain any portion of the group. She 
went into the war and lost, and now ought 
to be prepared 
to 
suffer all the conse- 


quences which such a defeat Implies. 
" I regard the Philippines as io-st to Spain, 
and that being n foregone conclusion, In 
my opinion, the problem which next con- 
fronts us relates to tho 
form of govern- 


ment which we will give the islands. 


When the Philippine question first pre- 


sented Itself there was a strong sentiment 
among conservative, fur-seeing and think- 
ing men in this country which favored .'10 
retention by the United States of meifeiy 
n naval base nnd coaling station in tne 
islands—this base presumably being Ma- 
nilla and the bny contiguous thereto. Since 
then, however, this sentiment apparently 
has undergone a very marked change, a- d 
now It appears that for tlie most part these 
same men,~who nt first believed we should 
occupy Manilla alone, are advocating the 
termination o£ Spanish rule In the whole 
group. 


Aside from the fact that the general sen- 


timent of the country seems to be against 
returning any of the islands to Spain, the 
United Stati i Is under obligations to the 
Insurgents to establish n stable and en- 
lightened form of government throughout 
the entire archipelago. 


When the -var broke out the Philippine 


Insurrectionists became in a certain sense 
the allies of the Americans, and It there- 
fore Is our moral duty to see to it that In 
the future they will be assured safe and 
civilized rule.
